7. Extension of factories and instruments of 
production owned by the state, the bringing 
into cultivation of waste lands, and the 
improvement of the soil generally in 
accordance with a common plan. 

8. Equal liability of all labour. Establishment 
of industrial armies,especially for 
agriculture. 

9. Combination of agriculture with manufacturing 
industries, gradual abolition of the distinction 
between town and country, by a more equable 
distribution of the population over the country. 

10.Free education for all children in public schools. 

Abolition of children's factory labour in its present 
form. Combination of education with industrial 
production, etc, etc.

This area was called Privi 
Partizan [Privi meansfirst] and was the first area in 
World War Two to be regained from German 
occupation. Until that time Germany, Hitler's "New 
World Order", had never suffered a defeat or a retreat 
before. This was accomplished by 
independent citizens who had at that 
time had no external assistance from the 
allies because at that time they were too 
busy retreating themselves. 
Unfortunately the leader of those 
guerillas who were so successful was 
Tito who, eventually, was in to 
suppression of his own.

Their assistance came 
from the knowledge that was in the hands of the 
teacher. Let us make sure that the knowledge is 
never forgotten, that it is retained unused unless 
oppression leaves the people with no other 
alternative. 


Modern Explosives 
A modern chemical explosive contains its own 
oxygen supply and some substance that can be 
easily burned . All chemical explosives can be divided 
into two classes; high and low. High explosives 
decompose with higher reaction rates and 
consequently, high pressure. Low explosives burn far 
slower by comparison and thus develop far lower 
pressure. They produce a propelling or throwing 
force. Smokeless powder is a propellent and is as 
such a iow explosive but high pressure is obtained as 
itis enclosed in a chamber, so never underestimate it. 


The Preparation of Smokeless Powder 


4. in an acid-resistant container place 2 parts by 
volume nitric acid and 1 part by volume sulfuric acid. 








2. Cellulose plastic wood calied wood putty Is pure 
cellulose with a solvent. Leave the top off and Jet the 
solvent evaporate and the putty will go hard then. By 
any means, pulverise into dust with a coffee grinder 
or vitamiser. 


3. Add 1 cup of the powdered cellulose to the acid mix 
and allow it to soak for 30 minutes, stirring 
occasionally 
4. Dump the mixture into 1 gallon of clean water, filter 
out the powder and let dry. 

5. To purify: 

a. Add as much acetone to the powder as needed 
to dissolve most of it 


b. Filter out and discard insoluble matter. 

c. Dump solution into 1 gallon of clean water and filter 
out the crystals that precipitate. 

d. Dry the crystals and store in a closed jar in a cool 
place. 

6. Test very carefully with wimp loads fired with a long 
piece of string, increase until Satisfied, Use a 
chronograph if you have one to check velocity. Watch 
pressure signs on cases after each 
shot. 


Another procedure used is to boil high 
quality cotton for half an hour. In a 2% 
solution of sodium hydroxide, wash it in 
hot water and allowit to dry. Next, 250cc 
of concentrated sulphuric acid, 150cc of 
concentrated nitric acid, and 20cc of 
water is mixed together and kept cool at a 
temperature of 25 degrees C. 

The next step is to place the treated cotton in the acid 
mixture and stir well with a porcelain or other non- 
corrosive rod. This is to be done for 35 minutes. After 
nitration, the acids are washed out and the cotton is 
washed in boiling water for 5 separate washings of 
twenty minutes each, or 100 minutes in total. This 
treatment should completely remove the acids, but 
the litmus test will give you a final indication. If the test 
indicates that acid is still present, then a washing in 
a 2% solution of sodium bicarbonate should do the 
job. in this preparation, as well as the others, removal 
of all acid is of the gravest importance. This is 
because the more acid present as an impurity in an 
explosive, the more unstable the explosive. Filter out 
and let dry slowly. Dissolve in alcohol-ether mixture 
then filter and let dry thinly on flat sheets of material. 
When it dries, it should be in small flakes. 

Test as in first procedure.

The trusty Stirling Model 20, shooters either love them 
or leave them. It might be quite safe to say there are 
millions of these rifles in Australia today and every 
working day hundreds would be carried out of gunshops 
by a happy new owner. Although they are often 
unreliable, if tuned correctly they can be very accurate 
and, if you can understand how they work and maintain 
them adequately, they will give good service. | have 
found that they rarely give trouble-free out-of-the-box 
reliability; some jam, some machine gun, some won't fire 
at all and some very few are perfect. Value for money is 
still there even if they don’t work as they are so simple 
and basic to repair. The parts are worth the $140.00 they 
cost new so don't complain. When they machine gun as 
new straight from the box it is because the small wire pin 
just forward of the trigger has been set too low, and this 
lets the trigger move too far down. This allows the firing 
pin to slip over the sear and detonate the cartridge 
without the trigger being pulled. The simple way to fix this 
of course is to insert a small punch through the trigger 
recess in the housing and bend the pin upwards a small 
amount. This stops the trigger coming down too low. 








To stop the screw turning, 
which causes machine gunning, 
a lock nut should be fitted to 
this screw. 
Now another common problem with the Model 20 Stirling 
is that the trigger has no adjustment screws, and 
sometimes the trigger pressure and travel adjustments 
are just wild. So thousands of budding gunsmiths have 
experimented with this rifie's problem. Of course one of 
the first things they wish to control is trigger backlash. 





They fix a nut into the recess in the trigger housing and 
insert a screw with a lock nut so that they can precisely 
set the drop of the trigger bar. Unfortunately they either 
set it too high then the trigger won't lower the sear far 
enough to release the firing pin. The second mistake is, 
if they set the screw down too far, it will allow the trigger 
to be pulled too far back, The sear would then be too low 
and, even though it would fire the first shot, once the 
trigger is too far down the sear won't catch the firing pin 
at all and the loaded round would be left in the chamber. 
And, of course, the third mistake is if the trigger is set 
lower than where the wire pin was by just a fraction, the 
trigger will be pulled back to a position each time where 
the sear just catches the firing pin. When the round enters 
the chamber and the bolt strikes the barrel this is enough 
inertia to make the sear slip on the firing pin. This 
immediately fires the round and causes the process to 
repeat until the trigger is released or the magazine is 
empty. 

With the Stirling magazine being only 15 or 30 rounds, 
this does not take very long, as the rate of fire is 
approximately 1200 rounds per minute. This is caused by 
the bolt being too light and if the return spring was heavier 
it would make cocking the rifle too difficult. 

If you purchase a Stirling with this problem just turn the 
screw clockwise until it works normally and you will 
perceive an improved trigger pull and your focal gunshop 
owner will notice a drop in 22 ammo sales from your 
direction. Next edition we will feature another type and 
model. If you are concerned that your rifle will be missed 
out drop us a letter and we will make sure it is featured 
soon.

THE IDEA 


The story of this "odd" looking rifle started some 
eighteen months ago. | was in the Peoples Republic of 
China on a buying trip to organise a few containers of 
tifles and ammunition. It was a Sunday and | had taken 
some time to visit a military museum with a Chinese 
friend from the corporation | was buying from. 

We had been very busy looking at their extensive 
Luger collection, and had been discussing the marketing 
prospects of manufacturing a copy to sell mainly to the 
United States market. When we had seen everything 
twice over and we stood on the street outside devouring 
a roast potato in the skin that had cost next to nothing 
It was crossing my mind that if it was infected, how much 
might it cost me in medical bills. My friend, always aware 
of my concerns, kept reassuring me that all the "bad" 
would have died in the street vendor's brazier. 

| think around about that time | noticed the 
familiar T.V. camera on the lamp post looking down on 
the throng of moving people, and this made me think of 
the recent government controls in Australia. Like most 
Australians or "Westerners" | liked to point out the 
advantages of our democratic freedom. My Chinese 
friend then pointed out that with the banning of the import 
of semi-autos to Australia and the new freedom of 
commerce in China, we were moving closer from 
opposite ends to the same system. The frustration of this 
idea made me think of how best to import to Australia a 
reliable rifle in 7.62x39 calibre which would sell in the 
same price range as the S.K.K. which had been so 
popular. 


in non-critical places so that the original numbers can be 
ground off and replaced with matching numbers to suit 
the factory refitted one. These are all repolished, re- 
headspaced and reblued in several army refitting 
factories in China. Most of these army refitting factories 
bought their barrels in from the bigger rifle-producing 
factories in other parts of China. 

The Chinese have millions of used S.K.S. rifles 
that they are gradually pulling out of service and replacing 
with AK84s. They prefer to recondition them rather than 
to sell them in surplus condition as it supplies work for 
people who, as good Communists, if there is na work they 
just sit down at the side of their machines and do nothing. 
They get paid anyway and cannot get laid off. The 
problems with this system are counted in hundreds but 
the main one as far as we are concerned is although the 
corporation's management are well indoctrinated 
Communists and will work hard for their beliefs in 
Communism, the factory management are not too 
interested except in fancy banquets, eating anything that 
moves on the planet and chain smoking. The tradesmen 
who can turn their hand to any machine (equivalent to our 
toolmaker) are few and far between. Most machinists 
only work their personal machine, and in the main are 
women, who turn out a fair job when production 
commences. 

Research and development in firearms is just 
about non- existent. There is one Chinese gun designer 
ofnote, he designed the type 63, the type 73, and the type 
86. He did a Valmet Sporter version of the Type 73, which 
has a two-piece piston similar to the S.K.S., but having

If the Chinese manufactured a new rifle out of 
new parts the price would not be in that price bracket. 
The only way the S.K.K. was able to be produced for that 
price was because it was made from reconditioned 
S.K.S. parts. 99% of Australian shooters considered their 
S.K.K. brand new, but every one of them was made from 
second-hand receivers and moving parts. 

The existing barrels and stocks are replaced with 
new ones, and all parts are then freshly serial numbered

THE INITIAL APPROACH 


By the time | had finished the baked potato, | had 

visualised an S.K.S. straight-pull rifle which, if the 
continued over 
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concept was radically different, would not fall under the 
section of the new Customs Act, where it mentions parts 
of semi-automatic rifles. If too many parts stayed the 
same the Federal Police would consider it was just an 
S.K.S. without the activating piston. The Chinese are 
concerned that the American market will be closed to 
them, as semi-automatics are their biggest business and 
they are scared the U.S. Government wil! stop their 
export to there as well. So it didn’t take long for my 
Chinese friend to see the value of having alternatives to 
sell. 

We caught a taxi back to my hotel and he phoned his 
boss, who has god-like powers [anybody who can even 
make a decision in China has god-like powers, never 
mind making anything out of the ordinary happen]. 
"Check out of that 5- star hotel in the morning and check 
into a 2-star hotel near to the factory" was the command. 
Where is this factory? "In this city, was the reply". " Why 
can't | stay here?", | said. “It is one and half hours away 
by car in a military district" says my friend. Next morning 
at 7am I'm checking out of a paradisiacal palace where 
my only danger was getting glass in my ice cream (that's 
another story from a previous trip); at 9am |'m checking 
in at The Dragon. The rooms were clean and the heating 
was working; | hoped the food was edible. At 9.30 am we 
were in the factory's visiting rooms sipping Chinese tea 
while my corporation guys were persuading the factory 
management that a bit of R. & D. might be goad for their 
political survival in the dog-eat-dog world (literally) of 
factory management. | was sitting back listening to the 
management guys saying it was impossible; they didn't 
make barrels, they couldn't afford to take 3 months to 
make a pattern, they had never made a different rifle 
before. The excuses lasted till lunch time and after fifteen 
or so courses and five million cigarettes were consumed 
they agreed to give it a go for a week, but doubted that 
it would work. 


ARIFLE IS BORN 


The main idea to make it different was to enclose 
the receiver, so that the rifle could be equipped with a top 
mounted scope. Side mount aesthetics are awful, and 
also create too much leverage between the scope and 
the receiver. The only way | could express this idea to my 
workmen helpers was to weld a back cover on to the front 
of an S.K.S. receiver. This was a little too high for 
practical scope mounting, but served as an example as 
how the end product should look. Of course the cocking 
handle had to be machined off and replaced with a 
turned, threaded handle which could be removed to 
enable disassembly for cleaning. The top right side had 
to be milled out to make room for the ejection port. 

Initially the clip charger guide had to be removed and 
a hole drilled and tapped in the bolt carrier for the 
removable cocking handle. The return spring guide hole 
had to be blocked to allow this hole to ge inte this recess. 
The return spring itself had to be shortened to allow the 
receiver to return to battery. As you will notice from the 
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Bolt carrier, showing ‘a 
removeable cocking handle. . Y 





photo a recoil lug was welded to the rear of the receiver 
which enables the barrel to be free floated, as this gives 
a firm position to attach a king screw to. The other side 
of the welded block serves as 4 forward pivot catch for 
the five shot magazine. This was made for experimental 
purposes out of some parts of the drop box mag and base 
plate of a five shot AK mag. 

| talked myself hoarse trying to explain that the 
receiver would have to be heat-treated for safety 
pressure considerations, but they said it would be 
stronger now than before and thought it unimportant. | 
showed them how to civilianise the trigger guard and 
grind down a radius on the rear of the hammer to allow 
smoother extraction and retraction of the bolt. The bolt 
was made to ‘hold back’ after the last shot in the 
magazine had been fired by manufacturing a lifter on the 
rear of the magazine follower. This enables the magazine 
to be loaded but the bolt remains open and safe until the 
cocking handle is pulled to the rear a quarter of an inch. 
This disengages the boll hold open catch and allows the 
balt, by means of the return spring, to put the first round 
into battery in the chamber. After the round is fired, and 
as this rifle is a straight pull, the cocking handle has to 
be pulled to the rear as far as it can go to cycle, extract, 
eject, pick up and load the chamber. 

The problems of communicating these 
messages to the tradesman who spoke nat one word of 
English, though an interpreter who would not know what 
a screwdriver was used for, was very straining and time 
consuming, with lots of "mud maps" drawn on the floor. 
But when | tried to explain the importance of scope 
mounting bases being parallel to the rifle barrel on a 
vertical and horizontal plain | knew | was pushing my luck. 
These good engineers had never seen a scoped rifle, 
even though the Chinese manufacture Draganovs and 
have factories manufacturing scopes, my guys had never 
seen one in action. They had spotting scopes on their 
indoor range and kept bringing one in to show me, but 
putting the two things together was a new ball game. 
They showed me an excellent collominator for open rifle 
sights with very finely made bore studs. | placed one of 
these in the barrel and used it to find a centre line at the 
muzzle with a vernier scriber on a surface plate and 
transposed it onto the top of the receiver and drew a 


centre line on the top cover we had welded on. This broke 
through a few mental barriers and we milled up some 
reasonable copies of Weaver bases. My interpreter friend 
returned ta the museum we had visited and begged 
borrowed or stole a telescopic sight. Meanwhile | visited 
another part of the factory and tried to inspire the 
manager to help me make a stock. He said maybe when 
the drawings and patterns are finished we will have one 
made in four months or so. He laughed as | produced the 
carton of Marlboro "Red" and said | could try if | wanted 
to waste my time [maybe it was the red packet that 
appealed to his political sympathies]. 

| got one of his mento take me to the timber stack where 
there was a pile of chu (local timber) about 40 ft high. But 
behind it was. a smaller stack of smaller pieces, and itwas 
walnut! | could tell the grade was low, but | had been 
looking for walnut in China for years, and it is rather 
difficult when they cannot understand what you are 
talking about. So we started hand-making a stock, | 
needed a high cheekpiece to suit the high mounted 
scope, so | designed a target-type stock for this 
experiment. | showed the guys on the machines that | 
wanted it planed on two sides, marked it out, and had the 
profile cut out, inletted the receiver and barrel channel 
and inletted the trigger pack. This sounds all so simple 
and quick, but took a lot of time and communicating skills. 
After | rasped out the basic shape the bosses as usual 
said "4.00 pm, it's time to go home”, and they took me

back to my hotel. However two of the guys stayed back 
and finished the stock shaping and sanding that night. 
After four days of my pushing they had seen 
something very different to an AK or an SKS created and 
wanted to see how well it shot. After the stock and 
telescopic sight were fitted we were off to the 100 metre 
indoor rifle range which was bricked in, hence no wind 
and perfect light. Maybe it wouldn't be so bad living in 
China. As we only had a second-hand barrel for our 
experiment the gas port was still open, so a large sleeve 
was put over it to stop the gas throwing dirt in our faces, 
| was concerned that it would decrease accuracy. We 
fired from a fixed rifie rest and viewed a TV video monitor 
{only black +white) - lifes a bitch. As the screens were 
graduated in millimetres | had no grasp of scale but | 
could observe with my eyes a hole appearing, suggesting 
that a group was hanging together nicely. When they 
went down range after 10 of my shots. | was pleased to 
note that the group was just about an eighth over the inch. 
| never go down range in China and my adrenalin flows 
constantly because Chinese range procedure is non 
existent. If anyone was hurt they would only shrug and 
assess it as a dangerous hobby and such risks have to 
be accepted. My group of helpers and the bosses put a 
few hundred rounds down the range and organised a guy 
with a video to take their photo while they were shooting. 

Then we were off to another fifteen course lunch to 
discuss the pricing structure. Millions of cigarettes later 
and after a local zoo had been consumed, a selling price 
of approx 400 Australian dollars was settled on. They 
promised to send me another sample to repart on so that 
production could be organised. We agreed to 
manvfacture the stocks for them and they would supply 
all the metal parts. 

When this rifle is ready for the Australian market it will 
be a light sporter suitable for wild pigs, goats and roos. 
Itwill not be as fastto use as a semi-auto but will be much 
faster than bolt and Jever rifles, Lets hope we can still own 
them by the time this rifle is ready.

so they have been on the market for about a year. The 
purchase seems to include Frosch class tank landing 
ships, Kondor || class coastal minesweepers and 
Parchim class corvettes.

UNITED NATIONS

Some people stili cannot accept the United Nations 
as the world government - perhaps because big 
government seems frighteningly powerful. But the 
United Nations is not as frightening - nor as far above 
us - as lesser governments have been, governments: 
to which in the past defence imperatives have led us 
to entrust power. Anarchy is worse than big 
government, and those who deny UN authority and 
are not committed to the rule of the UN law are

A sovereign is that person or body who receives 
habitual obedience from the bulk of a society (Austin) 

Sovereignty attaches to states, not only to national 
states. Australians speak of the Crown in relation to 
the Commonwealth, and the Crown in relation to the 
State, and we assert our sovereign authority at 
whatever level is appropriate. 

What is the present scope of national sovereignty? 
The UN Charter assumes "the sovereign equality of 
all its members": articles 2(1) and 78. That principle 
does not preserve national supremacy against the 
United Nations -it merely gives nations big and small 
equal standing with each other. National sovereignty 
refers to (1) territorial integrity and political 
independence (from other nations, but not from the 

i ), and (2) the agreed scope of 
domestic jurisdiction. 

In the declaration on the Inadmissibility of 
Intervention in the Domestic Affairs of States and the 
protection of their Independence and Sovereignty 
4965, the Law on Friendly Relations between States 
4970 and the Charter of Economic Rights and Duties 
of States 1974, nation states list their duties, 
specifically acknowledging their submission to the

By the UN Charter, nations surrendered the finality 
of their authority on certain major matters of global 
concern. In this way we share in the larger 
vereign ited N - just as

The United Nations, like our own government, has 
a legislative body (the General Assembly). an 
executive council ri jl), a judiciary

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VIDEO REVIEW - Machine Gun Magic 


Mike Dillon of Dillon Precision is a self-confessed machine gun 
freak. By making this video he will appeal to any shooter who 
has ever had visions of letting rip with a Thompson at tin cans, 
right up to turning a car body to Swiss cheese with a 50 
Browning, but at the same time stressing the stringent safety 
procedures that must first be followed. 

Safety and responsibility are emphasized throughout the film; 
these are a dedicated bunch of enthusiasts who appreciate, as 
they put it, "high performance equipment”. They go to every 
length to ensure their range is safe, flying over the seven-odd 
miles of run-off in a helicopter before the shooting starts, even 
though they have chosen a site that is virtually inaccessible.

The video is a good mixture of profiles of various machine guns, 
visits to a movie ordnance rental company, a military museum, 
McDonnell Douglas (the makers of "chain guns”), and of course 
the live firing range.

After many years of seeing perfectly 
good firearms wrecked through neglect 
or barbarous cleaning practices | have 
something of a fetish on using the right 
gear to protect the bore of a rifle or 
shotgun. I'm sure that some of the worst 
habits, like towing a loose-fitting oily rag 
through a barrel with a piece of string 
or fishing line, are passed down from 
father to son, but the rifle itself has no 
hope of surviving until the next 
generation comes along. The exterior is 
kept free of dust and rust, while the 
interior is a disaster area. 

A friend of mine has always treated his 
rifles like this, sa | felt cleaning one of 
his with Whitworth's new Copper 
Solvent would be a good indication of 
its effectiveness. True to form, his P14 
was average in appearance, but 
resembled a long dark railway tunnel 
down the bore. 





brush soaked in the solvent produced a wicked amount 
of black fouling for the first fifteen minutes or so. Then 
followed a period of about half an 
hour of blue-tinged patches, which of 
course signafs dissolved copper 
fouling. When | was satisfied that 
there was not much else the solvent 
would remove | pushed through a 
patch soaked in Sweets solvent. This 
is now recognised in the U.S. as a 
dynamite brew, and is far more 
effective than anything made over 
there. 

The cclour of the patch removing the 
Sweets from the barrel had no tinge 
of cofour; the barre! obviously did not 
haye any fouling for the Sweets to 
pick up, so | can only conclude that 
the Whitworth is a very good solvent 
indeed.

Thank you for the copy of Nov-Dec 92 issue of Lock Stock & 
Barrel, 


There are some points about the article "Revolution in 
Apathralia” which strike me as potentially bad advice, although 
doubtlessly well enough intended. 

For example, the advice to dig in soft soil rather than rock, 
because of the danger of flying rock shard. You're possibly not 
aware that nowadays technology has now progressed to the 
point where there is radar which can penetrate soil to 
considerable depth. Archaeologists have been very 
successfully using it to locate all kinds of hidden objects. There 
is also another technique for looking beneath the soll using 
infra-red photographs taken from an aircraft at night - things like 
tunnels show up beautifully with it. Any tunnel shielding you use 
to protect against IR could show up beautifully on radar and vice 
versa. Once the enemy knows precisely where the tunnels are 
all he has to do is drill a hole down to them and drop poison 
gas and/or explosive charges down same. 


So this is why it's probably better to go for hard rock instead. 
To protect against flying shard, erect within the tunnel some 
kind of protective structure of steel, wood or concrete. Or 
polycarbonate sheet. One with suitable slits in it to fire through 
at anyone who comes down the tunnel after you. Best trick of 
the lot is to dig the tunnel close to something the enemy would 
be reluctant to lose, eg major water mains, petrol refinery, 
railway line, skyscraper, etc. 

You mention breaking from a tunnel into thick concealing scrub 
Be aware that if you pull that stunt at night satellite nowadays 
have on board infra-red detection gear which can pick up a 
target as small as a human, even through thick scrub, and 
transmit the information in real time. {t might be possible to 
confound such systems to a degree by throwing over your head 
and upper torso an aluminised space blanket, shiny side 
inwards. Otherwise plan on digging a very long tunnel indeed. 


For digging tunnels in either soil or rock, the ordinary pick is 
useless. The best pick is the miners pick, in the "Ballarat 
pattern", as made by Trojan. Be certain to get the latest pattern 
which can accept the standard size and shape pick handle 
Because of its design this pick can be used conveniently in tight 
corners. Also, unlike other picks, its point is hard enough to cut 
rock and concrete. Handles should be lacquered to reduce 
splinters in hands. If you order through local hardware shops 
you'll have to wait ages while they bring them in, and they'll 
charge you for these picks like wounded bulls. Cheaper to 
purchase them fram Engineering and Mining Services, Darra 
and pay cash on the spot so you don't leave records around to 
tell snoopers that you've purchased such distinctive items. 

Anather handy item to have is the “builder's loaded” version 
of a crowbar. Unlike the ordinary cheap crowbar, it has a point 
hard enough to dig through rock and concrete. They're 
expensive, more than twice the price of an ordinary bar, but 
unlike them the quality of the steel is good enough to be worth 
ithe trouble and expense of the blacksmith's repairs. Again 
Engineering & Mining Services is the best to try for these. 

Protecting bunkers with mines, booby traps, trip wires, etc 
could be a mistake in that it tells the enemy that maybe he 
should look more closely at that area. Better to try for some sort 
of intruder detection system which may very quietly alert you 
that you have visitors without telling the visitors that they've 
been detected. Mines might be 2 good idea provided that 
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they're set so that they can only be fired at your choosing by 
remote control. That way an enemy can pass through the area 
close to your bunker without necessarily being alerted that 
there's something there to search for, but if he does somehow 
uncover what he shouldn't then in an instant the whole area 
becomes a death trap for him. Once the enemy gets to know 
you work that way his troops will probably be very reluctant to 
do a proper search, and breath a silent sigh of relief if you 
manage to slip away quietly. They might even finish up 
"fragging” their own officers if they push too enthusiastically for 
a search, and that of course will really do wonders for enemy 
morale.

PS Now, if we really wish to get bloody diabolical, there's a point 
we should remember about the nature of hydrogen cyanide 
gas. It's lighter than air, which is why it's not normally favoured 
as a war gas - normally we'd be looking for something heavier 
than air which would cling to the ground, like chlorine or 
mustard. BUT, the Soviets rather cleverly worked it out that the 
old HCN is really just the ticket to load into the multiple 
warheads of a "Katyusha” (Stalin's Organ) rocket launcher. 
Fear what happens than is that the fast action of the HCN kills 
the troops before they even get their masks on, and then the 
gas disperses quickly so that it's safe to move your own troops 
in soon after. 

Now, apply that to a foxhole situation, where you have suitable 
feed hoses leading from the hole to various points on the 
surface.

| am an ASIO agent. { joined AStO in 1974 after 
completing my degree at Monash University majoring in 
Asian Studies. | had applied to join the Department of 
Foreign Affairs but was contacted by an individual who 
said he might have a more "challenging" position for me 
in the Public Service.

"sound", | was offered a position in ASIO which | 
accepted.

In 1985 the FBI approached Randy Weaver, a former 
Special Forces soldier in Viet Nam and asked him to 
become an informant for the federal government. 
Weaver refused. He then filed an affidavit saying he 
feared for his life as a result of the refusal. 

In August of 1992, an eleven day siege of the 
Weaver home in Northern Idaho began. A federal 
agent charged that Weaver had a shotgun with a barrel 
a 1/4" too short, Weaver said it was a frame-up for 
refusing to pimp for the government. Over 500 federal 
personnel (federal marshalls,FBI and ATF agents,US 
Army soldiers, some of whom had just retuned from 
the killing fields im Iraq) surrounded the Weaver 
home, and above in the sky flew US Air Force planes 
and personnel. Included in the federals on the ground 
were crack snipers, trained at the FBI Academy in 
Quantico, Virginia. Their job was to kill Weaver. 
Weaver had vowed not to surrender to the federals on 
the phoney charges brought as punishment for 
refusing them. 

The siege ended August 31, with the surrender 
of Weaver. But not before the snipers had shot 
Weaver's 14-year-old son Samuel in the back killing 
him, and blew Weaver's wife's head apart as she stood 
at the front door of the cabin, as she was holding their 
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sniper bullet shatter Mrs. Weaver's skull(a mother of 
four) with such force that as her skull exploded, bone 
fragments struck the chest of family friend Kevin 
Harris as he was running through the doorway, 
causing serious damage to his lung. 

The federals have by these two murders of a 
child and a woman violated the rules of civilized 
warfare. War is made upon men, not upon women and 
children. 

The federals have made a terrible error in the 
Weaver case that they will long regret. Their cruelty 
and callous disregard for the rules of civilized warfare 
will have the effect of solidifying opposition to them. 
Long after Weaver is tried and has been freed by the 
courts as an innocent man wrongfully accused, there 
will be 10,000 men in this country who harbor in their 
hearts a terrible hatred for the federals and all they 
stand for.

CARTRIDGECOLLECTABLES 


AUSTRALIAN 50 BMG 


I'm sure that everyone out there is familiar with 
Australian military ammunition in calibres such as 
7.62 (308 Win), 303, 9mm and even 5.56mm (223 
Rem). lt may come as a surprise to many of you that 
the Footscray factory has been producing 50 BMG 
(Browning Machine Gun) cartridges for the past ten 
years. 

1994 will see the end of an era when the Footscray 
plant will be shifted to Benalla after 104 years of 
continual production. John Whitney of New 
Zealand's Colonial Ammunition Co established the 
factory in 1890, and it was ultimately leased by the 
Australian Federal Government in 1920, then 
bought in 1927 for 150,000 pounds. 

This ammunition was used in action in the Gulf War 
on Australian ships; shots were fired across the 
bows of freighters during the UN embargo of 
shipping to Iraq. The order was hurried to such an 
extent that a new. bunter for the year of manufacture 
was not struck, and subsequent batches have all 
used cases dated 1989. 

The 50 BMG is probably the largest cartridge you 
could ever want to fire from the shoulder. | can say 
that the concussion was most memorable, and 
repeat firing would definitely result in a bad 
headache and/or a blood nose. Thankfully the rifle 
had a very effective muzzle break, and yes, | was 
wearing ear plugs AND muffs. Pushing a 750 grain 
projectile out at around 2650 fps its energy figures 
are awesome, but of course a rifle that weighs 15kg 
has no practical hunting applications. 


Headstamps noted 





Headstamp examples shown start with pre- 
production batches (#1 & #2). Some of these were 
sent to France for testing. While no dated cases 
have been noted from 1983, the format style for ball 
ammunition remained unchanged from 1984-87 
(#3). All subsequent batches have used style #4, 


dated 1988 and 1989. Factory dummies were 
produced with no powder or primer, some for 
samples at the Australian Defence Expo (November 
1989), others as action-proving dummies. 


While Footscray have never manufactured 
anything but ball projectiles, American black tipped 
armour piercing bullets have been loaded and used 
in their cartridges. Early production (up to 1986) 
used Dynamit Nobel nickel primers, while 
subsequent batches used a brass-coloured primer 
of Israeli manufacture. 


With Government policy of keeping "dangerous" 

toys out of reach of us children these cartridges are 
quite uncommon, considering they are in current 
production.

There exists only one reason to enact gun 
registration laws. Only registration makes 
confiscation feasible. 

Confiscation of firearms in any country can be 
effected by a benevolent government, or by a 
malevolent government such as a foreign invader or 
a government controlled by foreign powers. We are 
a defeated people, defeated from within. Denmark 
was occupied by the Germans on April 9th,1940. 
Pressure was put on the Danish Government by the 
Gestapo for complete registration of firearms 
immediately. Ten weeks later, pressure was 
brought on the Danish Government to confiscate 
and so the Danes were disarmed by their own 
government. Danish police collected those guns 
and they were deposited in a prison at Nyborg. 
Some were retained by the Germans and the rest 
were melted down. 

A few points: 1/ Never register; 2/ |t's nearly always 
your own government controlled from without that 
does the job; 3/ Don't ever say there are too many, 
where would they store them? Remember, they will 
find the room, and railway iron and smoke do not 
take up much real estate.

lam the Chief Elder of the Makka Tribe. We area large 

tribe of Queensland Aborigines. We are also a white tribe. 

The dictionary defines an aborigine as an original 
inhabitant, and we have the paperwork to prove that we 
were amongst the first in this state. We have birth, death 
and marriage certificates going back six generations, and 
copies of shipping manifestos which prove when and how 
our ancestors arrived in this land. 

| would think that there are many other white tribes in 
this state that have similar documentation. Some of my 
people have a long history of periodic occupation of 
Fraser |sland. We have used it for traditional hunting and 
fishing expeditions for many decades and we believe our 
spiritual ancestor "MUIA" to be on that island. Because 
of our strong ties to this island we have lodged a land 
rights claim for most of the island, See Queensland 
Hansard page 2838 of 13-11-91, and Post Magazine 12- 
12-92. 

As you know other Aboriginal tribes are claiming large 
areas of Queensland's National Parks, and are gaining 
freehold title to some of them. For any other tribe to be 
given land ahead of the Makkas | feel they should provide 
the same documentation as us, particularly how their

ancestors came to Australia. For all we know they could 
have slipped across from New Guinea in canoes as 
illegal immigrants and are now claiming land without 
proof of entry. 

As you know, the Queensland Government has opened 
up National Parks and road closures for land rights 
claims. They have also introduces the Anti Discrimination 
Act, which makes it illegal to discriminate against anyone 
on the basis of skin colour. This makes all Australians 
equal under Queensland and International Law, and skin 
colour is no bar to land rights claims. As black Aboriginals 
now control approximately 3,000 acres per head of 
population, it's about time white Australians got in on the 
claims band wagon. 

The Makka Tribe have produced a land claim kitto assist 
other tribes to claim land. It contains all necessary forms 
and documents to claim your own piece of Queensland's 
National Parks, plus helpful hints to deal with reluctant 
government departments.
